WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (/P)— With less than -18 hours to (to, John L. Lewis played a 
silent hund today on the tiuestion of obeying n federal court order nirninsl another strike 
heralded to ben>n at midnight Wednesday. Disobedience could land the United Mine Work- 
ers' chief in jail — indefinitely — for contempt of court. 

Meanwhile, the solid fuels administration announced that 255 Rovernment-opcrntcd soft 
coal mines employing G8.112 men arc idle because of the con- 
tract dispute. The SFA estimated coal lost in production for 
today at -117,137 tons, compared with 170.000 tons lost due 
to idleness yesterday. The government has been operating 
2, GOO mines since last spring's strike. 

The 78,112 men represent approximately one-fifth of the- 
miners employed in soft coal mines east of the Mississippi. 
These mines account for 36 per cent of the nation's output. 
The loss of production also is about one-fifth of normal out- 
put. Miners in Utah and Wyoming remained on the job. 
Numerous government officials expected the walkouts to 
sprend.
